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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The following communication is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on 1 1 
February 2005. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 15, 17 and 19 are currently amended. Claims 15, 17 and 19 are pending in this 
application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

ClaimlS, 17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to a non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 15, 17, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as non-statutory. In particular 
there is no mention in the claims of a technological basis in the body of the claim liked with 
technology described in the preamble of the claim. Without a claimed basis, the claim may be 
interpreted in an alternative as involving no more than a manipulation of an abstract idea and 
therefore non-statutory under 35 U.S.C. 101 . In contrast, a method claim that includes in the 
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body of the claim at least one structural / functional interrelationship which can only be 
computer implemented is considered to have a technological basis [See Ex parte Bowman, 61 
USPQ2d 1669, 1671 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 2001) - used only for content and reasoning since 
not precedential]. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such Ml, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1 5, 17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contain subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Specifically, the 
specification does not support any means for carrying out the steps of the invention, for example, 
creating at least one volatility contract as well trading the at least one volatility contract. The 
specification is short on any specific directions or guidance as to actually gather the necessary 
data, inputting the required data and programming a computer to achieve the desired results.
